TIo"'  to  adjust  and  use  the  f -,rnors '  ov.n  cojaipracnt 
to  make  a  satisfactory  clean-up  is  the  juDject  of  th.ese  demons trn.t ions ,  which 
v/ill  "be  ^ta'-ed  on  representative  farms  in  ever^y  tovnship  and  comji^unity  in 
tho  control  area.    Ohio  started  work  in  tlie  northwest  counties  and  is  noxv 
carry  in?-  on  in  that  district  at  the  rate  of  t'"o  denozastrations  a  day.  The

PUBLICITY     used  to  advanta^re  in  each  cf  the  five  States,      In  Michigan, 
after  each  of  tiie  lar  ^e  intercounty  demonstrations,     one  of 
the  extension  v/orkers  comes  in  to  the  college  station  to  -^ive  a  first- 
hand report  of  the  meeting.      The  inquiries,  received  show  that  this  radio 
program  has  "been  the  first  means  of  reaching:  a  good  many  farmers  with  in- 
formation as  to  the  clean-up  and  regulations  ":overning  it.     The  value  of 
this  service  was  well  illustrated  recently  in  t>'e  case  of  a  farmer  who 
had  asked  to  have  a  demonstration  starred  on  his  farm.      Saturday  noon  the 
schedule  v/as  anno"!mced  over  the  radio,  and  the  next  m.orning  the  coimty 
arent  went  to  see  the  farrier  to  inform  him  that  his  farm,  had  "been  chosen 
f or /{i  demonstration.  He  found  the  place  posted  and  signs  put  up  in  the 
S3ariT0undinfr  territory,  the  farm.er  having  receive^l  the  news  on  the  radio. 

At  the  conference  of  the  informational  workers  in  the  corn- 
horer  control  campaign,  in  Toledo,  ^larch  9,  th.is  phase  of  the  work  was 
reported  to  "be  in  excellent  working  condition  in  each  of  the  States.  The 
newspapers  in  the  area  are  giving  full  cooperation,  and  plans  have  "been 
made  to  supply  them  with  all  the  m.aterial  possihlc,  hoth  loca,l  progress 
reports  and  item.s  of  State  and  Nation-wide  interest.    B.  R,  Proulx,  as- 
sistant in  the  information  work  in  Ilichigan,  o"btained  a  list  of  all 
mot ion-pictaire  theaters  in  the  clean-up  area,  and  furnished  it  to  the 
coimt^r  agents  so  that  they  might  reach  every  theater  in  each  county  with 
the  slides  provided  for  use  "between  shows.     Three  sets  cf  these  six  slides 
have  already  "been  sent  from  the  Washington  office  to  each  coujity  agent 
in  the  campaign  area,  and  additiona-l  sets  are  new  "being  m.ade  available  to 
the  county  agents  who  need  more. 

■VOLUMTARY      Farm.ers  making  a  satisfactory  clean-up  will  "b^e  protected,  said 
CLEAN-UPS      L.  H.  ""'orthley  in  charvge  of  the  field  organization,  and  need 
PROTECTED      feel  no  anxiety  ahout  any  nei^'h'bors  not  havin£r  to  clean  up.  A 

thoroup-h  inspection  will  he  given  every  form  in  the  area  hy 
the  re.gulatory  forces.      Sm.all  patches  cf  corn  in  city,  su'burhan,  and  torn 
gardens  v/ill  also  "be  given  attention  in  the  control  campaign.  Definite 
plans  for  the  educational  phase  of  the  work  have  already  "been  made  and  in- 
clude the  cooperation  of  the  luncheon  clnhs,  "boy  and  girl  scouts,  churches, 
and  schools.     Thro^igh  this  work,  tho  cit;^  gardener  v/ill  have  a  cl.a'.ice  to 
"become  acquainted  with  the  regulation  and  methods  of  control  and  to  see 
the  necessity  of  a  thorough  clean-up  for  the  protection  of  all.  There 
will  also  "be  a  retnilatory  or.^anizat ion  to  inspect  the  gardens  and  to  make 
a  complete  clean-up  if  the  ov.rtcrs  do  not.

Last  year  the  infestation  \.'as  approxii^iatoljr  10  borers  to 
the  acre.    Ono  of  the  steps  taken  to  convince  farmers  of  the  need  for 
prompt  action  v/as  the  or^janization  of  parties  of  farmers  to  i[;o  into  Can- 
ada to  sec  and  talk  with  farmers  ■..•'liose  fields  had  been  infested  for  five 
years.    Each  man  in  the  party  was  asked  to  pick  the  borers  from  a  single 
cornstalk,  put  them  in  a  preserving  fluid,  and  bring  them  back  as  an  ob- 
ject lesson.    J.Ien  found  the  corn  business  ruined  and  camu  b;-,ck  active 
supporters  of  the  idea  of  control  at  home,

II!  THE  FIELD         Department  of  Agriculture,  met  v/ith  betueen  300  and  400 

farmers  of  Defiance  Coimty,  Ohio,  April  7,  to  discuss 
the  regulations  governing  the  corn-borur  control  ccmpaigcn.     In  this  sec- 
tion the  clcan-up  is  particularly  difficult,  as  there  is  now  a  heavy  stand 
of  stalks  in  most  of  the  fields  and  the  farmers  thou,£^ht  that  a  clean-up  as 
required  \;ould  seriously  delay  the  seeding  of  oats  and  delay  other  re,i,ular 
farm  operations  bet\.een  nov/  and  July  so  much  as  to  ruin  or  nearly  ruin  the 
crop  prospects  for  the  year.     They  argi.ied  that  there  v/ere  fuw  corn  borers 
in  their  section  and  the  da:ria...,e  done  had  bcun  relatively  small.     They  had 
also  heard  tnat  the  government  v/as  purchasing  ujinccessarily  large  aiaoimts 
of  machinery. 

After  the  discussion,  Dr.  Woods  told  the  farmers  of  the  origin 
of  the  campaign  among  fariuors  vmo  had  seen  the  danger  to  thu  corn  crop  of 
the  entire  couritry,  the  conditions  v;hich  were  malcing  the  clean-up  neces- 
sary, and  the  nt-cossity  of  a  thoroiigh  cl;.an-up  if  anything  v/rs  to  be  ac- 
complished.    It  is  necessary  to  have  sufficient  machinery  to  make  the 
clean-up  com.plete  to  prot-.ct  the  farmers  '  ho  clean  up  and  make  the  cam- 
paign effective.    Dr.  V/oods  ansv/ered  questions  asked  him  by  the  farmers 
for  about  an  hour  and  a  half.    Ke  said  the  campaicm  v/ould  be  conducted 
v/ith  consideration  for  the  difficulties  encountered.,  and  coKinon  sense  but 
that  the  clean-up  would  have  to  be  complete.     0.  S.  Fisher,  of  the  Office 
of  Cooperative  Extension  V/ork,  also  addressed  the  meeting.

prices,  amioujices  Charles  V,  Truax,  director  of  the  State  ffe- 
partment  of  agriculture.    This  has  been  made  possible  througli  the  cooperation 
of  several  railroads  in  Ohio.     In  Kenry  County  a  carload  of  oO  foot  rails  v;ere 
received  and  distributed  to  the  f?,rmers.
